For this need we 
should remove the snow from a 
patch of the driveway, or put out 
a bucket of sand or ashes near tile 
feeding places.

In supplying Uie feeding tray, 
seeds and crumbs, of course, are 
acceptable to most birds, as even 
the insectivorous birds may for­ 
get they are insectivorous in win­ 
ter and gladly share in other iood 
wlUi the song sparrows and the 
w hite-tliroats.

5. If sweet peas have never grown 
in the same soil before, inoculation 
bf seed Is advisable. This U easily 
accomplished by working soil from a 
site where they have grown through 
the top few Inches of the new loca­ 
tion. Just a light sprinkling of such 
soil is sufficient; 
P lant lice are the chief Insect 
enemies of the sweet pea. They may 
appear soon ufter the first leaves 
open and cause serious damages be­ 
fore their presence is detected. Con­ 
trol is not difficult lf started as soon 
as the first lice arrive. Nicotine sul­ 
phate In soapy water Is recom m end­ 
ed, applied so all the lice are liber­ 
ally coated. 
To keep sweet peas blossoming 
over a long productive season all 
wilted flowers should be removed 
promptly.

WHO MUST FILE 


A TAX RETURN 


ON INCOMES 


(Editor’s note: This is the first 
of 12 stories explaining who m ust 
do what about filing an inoomp tax 
return. >

W ashington, Feb. 24 (A*)—M arch 15 
is the big income tax deadline for 
about 50.000.000 people. 
W ho m ust flip an income tax re ­ 
turn by that date? You must, if you 
had £500 or more income in 1046, 
By you Ls m e an t man. wom an, child, 
m arried or single. 
Suppose you had 
$500 or more 
Income in 
1046 b u t full tax was 
withheld from you. M ust you file a 
return anyway? Yes. 
T his Is th e final settlem ent and 
check-up between you and the gov­ 
ernm ent. It doesn't have a thing to 
do with any of the tax-cutting talk 
now’ going on 
in Congress. Tills 
March 15 settle-up d ale is for last 
y ear’s taxes. 
May f lr t Refund 
If you still owe any tax on 1946 
income, you m ust pay It in full 
by M arch 15 when you file your re ­ 
turn. Your retu rn m ust show w hat 
your 1046 Income was, how m uch 
tax was -withheld, lf any, and how- 
much tux still Is owed, lf any. 
If your re tu rn shows too much 
tax withheld, you’ll get a refund 
by filing a return. 
If your 1046 income was less than 
$500, you do n 't have to flip a re ­ 
turn. But if tax was withheld from 
th a t less-thnn-$500 
income, you'll 
get a refimd bv filing. 
You get a $500 exemption for each 
dependent.But you c a n 't claim it 
i for anyone with $500 or more Income, 
even though you contributed to more 
th an half his support. 
Dependents' R eturns 
A dependent whose Income was 
under $500 doesn’t have to file a 
return aud you don’t have to re ­ 
to r t his Income in your return. But 
I if your dependent had less th a n $500 
I Income and tax was withheld, he 
should file a return so he ll get a 
! refund. 
Suppose a dependent—say a child 
—h ad $500 or more income. Who 
makes the return, th e child or the 
paren t? T h e child, in his own name. 
But you’ll be responsible for paying 
the tax. if the child doesn’t. 
I t ’s different with a wife. If she 
had any income a t all in 1946—no 
m atter how m uch under $500—you 
can t claim the usual $500 exem p­ 
tion for her unless you Include her 
income in a joint retu rn with ro u rr 
Special Problems 
W hen a wife's income is $500 or 
more, it m ay save a couple money 
if they file separate returns. But the 
hu sb an d -wife problem will be ex­ 
plained later in tills series. So will 
th e problem of the.se two groups: 
1. Veterans. 
2. Those wlio. besides filing a 1046 
return, also must file by M arch 45 
an estim ate on 1947 income. About 
one in five m ust do this. 
B ut w h a t Is income? Must every 
kind be reported? No. Some kinds 
are tax-free. 
W hat Must Be Reported 
Here’s income which must be re ­ 
ported: 
Wages, salaries, fees, commissions, 
bonuses, prizes, tijxs, bank Interest
